Arguments against the 
tour are: 

e It would further dis- 
rupt the Philips League 
competition; 

e It would clash with the 
tour by Northern Ireland; 

e It would be too ex- 
pensive, 

The arguments can be 
countered constructively. 

Granted, it is difficult to 
reschedule postponed PSL 
matches for the end of the 
season, as new dates al- 
ready have to be found for 
games postponed during 
the coming tours by ,AC 
Milan and Northern Ire- 
land. 

The solution is to play 
postponed matches mid- 
week and to pay the clubs 
compensation from gate 
takings at the inter- 
national matches. 

The clash with Northern 
Ireland can be overcome 
by starcing the two tours at 
opposite ends of the coun- 
try. 

Then there’s the money. 

Real Madrid wants 
about $200,000 for five 
games — $40,000 a game — 
but it will pay its own air 
fares to and from Aust- 
ralia and its own accoim- 
modation — and that’s 
cheap for a team of this 
calibre. 

To meet the cost, the 
ASF needs a total of only 
50,060 paying spectators 
spread over the five games 
— and even the most pessi- 
mistic State official would 
concede that you’d prob- 
ably draw twice that num- 
ber. 

National coach Rudi 
Gutendorf said this week 
that to minimise dis- 
ruption to the PSL, he was 
willing to field players 
from only two teams — 
Heidelberg and Marconi — 
as an Australian Eleven 
against Real Madrid. 

This is what he intends 
to do against AC Milan in 
Sydney on Sunday, May 18. 

“I agree we must con- 
sider the welfare of the 
PSL clubs but at the same 
time I demand as much 
world-class opposition as 
possible for the national 
team players,’’ he said. 

“Clubs could be com- 
pensated financially for 
any loss of earnings if 
league matches have to be 
played mid-week.

1 did nat mean to be nasty 
in what | wrote, merely realis- 
tic. | realise that the parents 
have only the best of in- 
tentions, but they must real- 
ise that they are not qualified 
to direct the way their boy 
should go in the sport. 

If you have any strong feel- 
sings about what I wrote, I 
urge you to write to me care of 
“Soccer Action,” 250 Spencer 
Street, Melbourne, Vic. 

When I say the average 
parent is not qualified or 
capable of directing his child 
in soccer, allow me to make a 
number of points. 

Firstly, and most obvious, if 
the parent agrees that his son 
should play soccer of a club, it 
is natural to expect the parent 
to put the boy under the guid- 
ance of the coach and not to 
interfere, the samé way that 
he trusts in the teacher at the 
boy’s school. 

Secondly, he must acknow- 
ledge that the coach and the 
club have greater soccer 
knowledge and a greater ap- 
preciation of the wider rami- 
fications involved. 

And it is not advisable for 
the father to pour all his 
energy and anxieties into 
trying to ensure that his son is 
the best, gets the best con- 
tract, the best wages, the best 
position in the team — even 
perhaps, the best flat in town. 
By taking such an attitude he 
is in fact, elevating the son toa 
position akin that of the parent 


within the family. A boy ele-

vated in such a way is likely to 
develop ideas about his ability 
that may not be realistic and 
that even may be to his detri- 
ment in the long run. 

1 wonder how many parents 
appreciate just what is in- 
volved in soccer should their 
boy actuaHy make it to the top. 

The demands of the sport 
are quite unbelievable if they 
are to be met all the way. Itis 
the only form of work per- 
formed with the feet and the 
head — that is, without the use 
of the hands, and that alone 
makes it very difficult to per- 
form, Only endless practice 
will perfect the art. 

And in this modern, urban 
period, there is less open Space 
than previously on which to 
practice, so practice sessions 


_ have to be concentrated into a 


set time span, in a set location, 


. With expert guidance to make 


sure it is carried out to the 
greatest benefit of the partici- 
pants. : 

If a parent has aspirations of 
his boy getting right to the top 
of the ladder, he is well ad- 
vised to consider the enormity 
of the sport in ‘those rarified 


regions. 
For example, in Brazil, 
when the Sao Paulo team 


loses, industrial production is 
8% less than when the team 
wins. : 

The sport also is a phenome- 
nally big business. Fiat is 
directly involved with Ju- 
ventus in Turin, Philips In- 
dustries with PSY Eindhoven 
in Holland. Coca-Cola pours

about $800 million into FIFA, 
and Adidas and Puma also 
inject millions to help develop 
the game. 

Players are tied up to spon- 
sorship deals worth fortunes. 
Pele, committed to Puma, 
showed his business sense by 
stopping during. a televised 
game to tie up the laces of his 
Puma boots! With his team 
mates wearing boots of a dif- 
ferent make, this.action ensur- 
ed that Puma received publici- 
ty. ; 
In France recently, football 
clubs compaigned for stag- 
gered classes at State schols, 
to enable boys to attend 
coaches lessons during their 
off periods. 

All that should give you 
some idea of just how big this 
game is at worid level. 

The boy with above average 
ability must be able to make it 
on his own merits and his own 
personality. Being dependant 
on a pushy father diminishes 
the strength of that person- 
ality and limits his potential in 
the long run. 

The answer is to leave the 
boy to the coach — but first 
make sure that the coach is 
well qualified. You may not 
agree with his methods or 
ideas, but if he has formal 
qualification for the job, let 
him get on with it. After all, 
you have no qualification your- 
self. 

There is so much more to 
playing the game than the av- 
erage parént understands. The 
1982 World Cup finals will, for 
example, show that soccer has 
progressed a step further 
towards universal special- 
isation, or ‘‘total soccer’ as it 
was called in 1974, which will 
make absolute nonsense of 
claims by parents that their 
Johnny or Tommy is playing 
“in the wrong position.”” 

Today every top player is 
expected to play with equal 
competence in every position 
on the ground and to alternate 
between positions and roles 
during every match, 

To ensure a child’s progress, 
the parent must co-operate 
with the coach. If the parent 
goes as far as trying to nego- 
tiate contracts for the boy, he 
is setting himself up, in many 
cases, in direct opposition with 
the coach. 

Now to the continuation of 
last week’s breakdown of 
training sessions for the differ- 
ent junior age groups. 

We looked at 8-10 years last 
week, so now let’s look at 10-12 
years. 

This age group has a total of 
240 minutes of _training per 
week — with the breakdown 
according to last week's col- 
umn. 

Situation training, or match 
training, should comprise 70%, 
as compared with 75% for the 
8-10 group. Basic preparation 
(for speed and explosive 
power) comprises 10%, com- 
pared with 5% for the younger 
group, and general prepara- 
tion (aerobic capacity or gén- 
eral fitness) is unchanged at 
20%

I was annoyed to read in a 
couple of publications recently 
that there is enmity between 
me and the coaches of West 
Adelaide (Gerry Chaldi) and 
Marconi (Les Scheinflug). 

Is that all the Press can 
think up to promote a game? If 
so, they’re lacking imagina-, 
tion. 

It may be a bit harder to talk 
about technical aspects or to 
build up the star qualities of 
players pitted against each 
other, but surely that’s what 
Pressmen are there for. 

To put the record straight, 
Gerry Chaldi and I have the 
best of relationships and Les 
Scheinflug and I speak almost 
daily on the phone. 

Liké all human beings, we 
have our differences of opin- 
ions, but so what? 

A game is not a battle of 
coaches, but of players. The 
coach does the important work 
in the three months before the 
seasons starts, and contrary to 
what most Pressmen seem to 
believe, his tactical know-how 
cannot win games, it can only 
help a little. 

«Coaches can’t win games — 
only players can do that. 

But then the Press’ under- 
standing of games is quite 
abominable at times. I don't 
want to say more than to point 
out that some sections of the 
Press can’t even spell proper- 
ly. For example, they spell the 
first name of Blanco, the St. 
George coach, Raoul, when it 
should be Raul. How can you 
win? 

And the spectators also get 
you down sometimes. One 
dear supporter of Adelaide 
City said to me after a game: 
“You deserve this result be- 
cause you took John Perin 
off.’" He was not alert enough 
to See that Perin came off at 
his own request due to a 
serious hamstring injury.

Viatko Belic, the tall, goalscoring midfielder 
of Footscray J.U.S.T., passed up a brilliant 
career in athletics to become a soccer player. 


He was the Victorian 
schools under 13 long jump 
champion while at Richmond 
High School and continued 
showing promise at long jump 
and triple jump with the St. 
Stephens Athletics Club. 

But after a few kick-abouts 
with friends at school, Belic 
decided that soccer was more 
fun so he joined J.U.S.T. at the 
age of 13 and eventually gave 
up athletics. 

He played also at schoo] and 
when he was in third form, 
Richmond High won the Vic- 
torian championship. 

Now Belic is poised to part- 
ner Paul Kay of St. George and 
Peter Raskopoulos of Marconi 
in the midfield of the Austral- 
ian youth team in the finals of 
the Coca-Cola World Youth 
Championship to be played in 
Australia next year. 

“I think that under coach 
Rudi Gutendorf we will learn a 
lot and provided we all give 
every ounce of effort, I don’t 
see why we shouldn’t reach the 
final, or at least the semi- 
finats’’, he said this week. 

Belic, 18, will be a key 
player for Australia, just as he 
was in the Victorian youth 
team that won the national 
championship by beating 
Western Australia in the final 
last year. With five goals, he 
was top scorer in the tourna- 
ment. 

Belic played every position 
from goalkeeper to left winger 
while with the J.U.S.T. ju- 
niors, so he has a good ground- 
ing in all aspects of the game, 
even though the juniors failed 
to win any titles. 

He was promoted to senior 
soccer in 1977, when he was 15. 

He was the team's top 
scorer with 12 goals in 1978. He 
was switched to midfield in 
1979 but still scored six times. 

The then coach, Cedo 
Cirkovic, gave Belic his first 
PSL game in early 1978, 
against Brisbane City, because 
many senior players were in- 
jured. 

“I was included in the squad 
just to make up the numbers”, 
he remembers. ‘‘Alan Parrett 
was 5 to play but just 
before the kick-off, he told

couldn’t go on. Cira then grab- 
bed me and told me I'd have to 
play.

That was his only PSL ap- 
pearance of 1978, and he made 
only two in 1979. 

But coach Rocco Ile has put 
Belic through a lot of extra 
training this year to help him 
improve his shooting and head- 
ing skills, and it’s paid off. 

“I think Rocco is a great 
coach and I] enjoy working 
with him. ‘‘He gives young 
players a chance, and that’s 
great for soccer’’.

speed. I’m working on that, 
just as I’m working on all 
other parts of my game’”’. 

About J.U.S.T.’s improve- 
ment this year, he said: ‘‘Eve- 
ryone predicted that we'd 
struggle but all the players are 
putting in 100 per cent effort, 

**Rocco Hie has had a lot to 
do with the improvement. He’s 
done a hell of a lot for the 
team, and he’s got all the 
players fit. Like I said, he’s a 
great coach’’. 

Belic also paid tribute to 
Pepe Dugino, his first junior 
coach at J.U.S.T., and Cedo 
Cirkovic, who first promoted 
him to the senior squad. 

“He's got the best skill by 
far of any player in the league 
and I really enjoy watching 
him’’, Belic said. 

His toughest opponent has 
been Eddie Krncevic, who he 
was assigned to mark in the 2-2 
draw with Marconi. ‘‘He never 
stops running, and he’s always 
trying to encourage his team 
mates’, Belic said. *‘He's also 
very fast and he jumps very 
high’’. Belic was able to 
subdue to Socceroo star — a 
remarkable achievement for a 


” PSL rookie. 


Belic was born in Novi Sad, 
Yugoslavia, and came to Aust- 
ralia when he was 11. He is 
doing sixth form studies at Ca- 
ulfield Institute of Technology.

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This week | will finish my article on posi- 
tive reinforcement, in the hope that some 
players might have changed their attitude by 


reading these three instalments. 

Each player must set his own standards and goals. He must 
strive to achieve whatever level of soccer he wants to reach. That 
level might be a local team or the highest division in the State or 
country. 

Positive reinforcement, feeling good about yourself, setting 
and attaining targets and then going on to the next targets, are 
ways of getting there. 

You should try to learn as much about yourself as possible by 
being aware of everything that is happening around you, .... and 
at the same time feel good about yourself. 

Don't let the negative part of your game bring you down. Just 
look at your positive points and gain confidence from these. You 
must try to analyse the things that happened during the game 
which didn’t go well for you and correct them. 

You always will have a positive base to draw on .... you will be 
doing ‘‘magic’’ things, heading the ball well, chipping it well, 
being good at counter-attacks, and surely defending or attacking 
well at certain points in your game. ; 

These positive things will build up a base for you to draw on 
when you might otherwise be depressed. - 

Most professional soccer players will exude an air of self-confi- 
dence, an element that is essential to survival among top soccer 
talent in the world. 

Attitude is half the game. You have to be well prepared men- 
tally to play a good game ... you have to believe you're going to 
win .... you must always think that you are better than your oppo- 


nents. 

There has to be a certain level where you develop your own 
abilities without a coach: When you have the self-confidence to 
stand on your own two feet, you will feel good about yourself. 
Then, and only then, will you have the ability to handle your oppo- 
nent and any situation that might come up in a game. 

I believe that many of you players see only the negative when 
challenged, instead of making the most out of the situation. A 
typical negative reaction would be saying: “‘It’s raining so we are 
going to be beaten in today’s game."’ The positive appraoch would 
be to figure out what advantages can be gained from playing in 
the rain and use them! 

When against an opponent who is an excellent player, you 
should want to find out what makes him so good, and then work 
out how you are going to stop or beat him. You should try to 
negate his good play with your good play. Once you can do this you 
can class yourself as a soccer player of some quality.
